Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Ward does not teach or suggest the 
crosslinking step and that Alei require crosslinking prior to heating and compressing in order to maintain the molecular 
orientation of the fibers and that the crosslinked fibers in Alei do not melt or fuse but instead are sintered together. 
Applicant argued that even if the material of Ward which comprises the fibers wherein a portion of the fibers are melted 
and then recrystallized were crosslinked after melting the resulting product would not be the same as the claimed 
product which comprises the fibers and the melt wherein the melt is formed after crosslinking. Applicant further argued 
that it would not have been obvious to have crosslinked after melting since the purpose of crosslinking in Alei is to 
maintain the molecular orientation of the fibers. These arguments were persuasive and the rejection will be withdrawn. 
Applicant also noted that the two remaining double patenting rejections also rely on Alei and that these rejections 
should also be withdrawn since it has been agreed that the claimed product is different than the prior art product and 
that Alei does not teach or suggest crosslinking and then melting and fusing as claimed, . 
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
